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It is for this reason, if for no 
other, that -Hitler cunnet hope to 
consummate his military victories 
in Europe unjess ‘he can defeat 
Great Britain and reduce all re- 
sistance in the outer world, For 
as long. as Britain stands and be- 
hind her’ there accumulates the 
power of America, every self- 
respecting person in every oecupi- 


ed country is his notential enemy. 


Hitler must stand’ on guard. at 
every port in Europe and on all
